Ballardvale residents, unhappy about a 
selectmen’s decision that could help bring 
new industry into the Lowell Junction area, 
Monday night urged the board to reconsider 
that decision because it could increase traf- 
fic in their neighborhoods. 

But the selectmen did not move to recon- 
sider their vote, taken two weeks ago, to 
amend the master sewer plan to include a 
53-acre site belonging to developer R.J. 
Kelly Corp. of Burlington in the town’s 
sewered area. That vote could allow Kelly 
to sewer the site. 

Ballardvale Village Improvement Society 
President James Cassidy also presented the 
board with a petition seeking an ‘‘immedi- 
ate moratorium’’ on further industrial de- 
velopment in Lowell Junction — and asked 
the selectmen to take immediate steps to 
reduce existing traffic problems in the 
area. 

‘Nothing has been done to reduce the 
traffic, and things have been done to in- 
crease it,’’ Cassidy told the board. “Our 
quality of life is going down — and we want 
action now.”’ 

The board promised to act on the socie- 
ty’s recommendations to reduce traffic by 
the end of June. 

But they said they cannot place a mora- 
torium on industrial development: Select- 
man William Dalton said only a change in 
zoning, approved by a two-thirds vote of 
town meeting, could accomplish that. 

Cassidy said the industrial subdivision 
proposed by Kelly ‘‘will only increase traf- 
fic flow and further reduce the quality of 
life in our neighborhoods.”’ 

Kelly plans to build 400,000 to 500,000 
square feet of office space in an office and 
research park off Route 93, near the Gil 
lette plant, with part of the office park 
located in Wilmington and Tewksbury. Ap- 
proximately 300,000 square feet of space is 
expected to be built in Andover 

Kelly’s site fell outside the boundaries of 
Andover’s sewered area, as described by 
the 1980 master sewer plan, until the select- 
men voted to amend the master plan two 
weeks ago. 

However, they emphasized this week that 
their vote does not guarantee that Kelly will 
be able to sewer the subdivision. The devel- 
oper still needs the approval of the Planning 
Board, Conservation Commission and 
Board of Health, as well as the selectmen’s 
approval for individual sewer connections 

Dalton said the selectmen’s vote was 
intended to give Kelly the alternative of 
either sewering the site (at his own ex 
pense) or serving it with a septic system

Junior High Students 
Focus On Issues 


Youth job programs, increased funding for the 
arts and a back-to-the-basics school curriculum are 
among the key issues the state legislature should 
address this year, according to ninth-grade stu- 
dents at West Junior High School. 

State Rep. Sue Tucker of Andover met with the 
students during a recent visit to the school as part 
of an ongoing effort to, in her words, ‘‘bring govern- 
ment closer to young people.”’ Tucker has hosted 
300 students at the State House in Boston and 
visited hundreds more in Andover schools over the 
past three weeks 

Tucker solicited students’ ideas on bills they 
would like to see passed by the legislature. The 
project, which followed a brief talk by Tucker on 
the duties of a state representative, was designed to 
acquaint students with the legislative process 

One student proposed a bill that would require the 
average school day to consist of only ‘‘the five 
major and most important subjects’ (with 45 min- 
utes given to the teaching of each on a daily basis) : 
math, science, English, social studies and a foreign 
language 

One student suggested ‘‘an act to permit the use 
of off-road vehicles on designated areas.’’ The 
measure, as rewritten by the student, would allow 
‘motorcycles and other off-road vehicles to use

The ninth-graders wrote their proposed legis- 
lation on copies of the actual form used by state 
legislators in writing new bills at the State House. 

Tucker has also visited Andover High School in 
recent weeks, addressing a careers program on one 
occasion and to a pre-prom school convocation of 
400 students on the dangers of dryak driving. 

In Boston Tucker has met with 300 students from 
West Junior High and Pike School since mid-April, 
speaking to them briefly as part of their tour of the 
State House. 

Making state government ‘‘interesting, accessi- 
ble and real to young people is one of my major and 
most important responsibilities as a public offi- 
cial,’ Tuckers says. ““Today’s youth are tomor- 
row’s adult citizens. It is essential that they have an 
appreciation for good government, and a desire to 
make government work for the common good."’

Commissioner Anthony D. Cortese of the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality Engineering, who 
made the announcement, said that this project was 
required to utilize an additional source of water 
that is being pumped from the Merrimack River 
into Haggetts Pond. This water must be provided 
with complete treatment before it could be consid- 
ered as a source of public water supply. The water 
filtration plant, completed in 1975, is capable of 
delivering up to 12 million gallons of water per day 
to the residents of Andover. 

The Department of Environmental Quality Engi- 
neering is the state’s environmental regulatory 
agency responsible for developing, administering 
and enforcing programs which regulate air, water 
pollution control facilities, surface water and 
ground water supplies, wetlands and solid and haz- 
ardous wastes.

NESWC Begins Refuse 


Facility Construction 


_New England Electric announced recently that 
its customers in Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
New Hampshire could soon be using more electrici- 
ty produced from everyday trash than utility cus- 
tomers anywhere else in the nation. 

John F. Kaslow, senior vice president, made the 
announcement in a speech at ceremonies to kick off 
construction of the Northeast Solid Waste Council’s 
(NESWC) trash-to-energy plant to be located in 
North Andover. 

‘‘New England Electric,”’ he said, ‘‘will purchase 
the electricity produced at the new facility for use 
by customers of its subsidiaries: Massachusetts 
Electric, Narragansett Electric in Rhode Island 
and Granite State Electric in New Hampshire. 

Power from the trash-to-energy plants will be 
substituted for power from plants which burn ex- 
pensive foreign oil. Kaslow explaned, ‘‘The power 
from the NESWC project alone is expected to 
displace nearly 400,000 barrels of foreign oil a year 
at an annual savings for our customers of more 
than $1 million.”

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School Attendance 
Policy Sensitive 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The School Committee's policy on atten- 
dance emerged as a sensitive area in par- 
ent-school relations this week, and the 
committee promised to review its policy, 
with the possibility of making some 
changes. 

Edward Weil, a-member of the Parents 
Advisory Council to Andover High School, 
Tuesday night told the committee the atten- 
dance policy is ‘the single greatest area of 
dissension and disagreement’ between 
school officials and parents. 

Parents’ main objection is to a require- 
ment that students bring in a note from a 
physician to excuse absences due to illness. 
(According to parent Sheila Livermore and 
AHS Principal Mary Jennings, that policy is 
usually enforced only at the high school, 
although it is in effect for all grades.) 

Some parents also said they oppose the 
early release program, which lets high 
school seniors with fewer than 30 days ab- 
sence for three years leave school before 
the end of the year. 

Weil pointed out that the policy distin- 
guishes between ‘‘verifiable’’ absences — 
which include ‘‘illness covered by a doc- 
tor’s note’’ as well as death in the family, 
religious holidays and school-sponsore ac- 
tivities — and ‘‘all other absences not cov- 
ered by the above.”’ 


According to the policy, students with 
more than 10 days’ unverifiable absences 
for the quarter fail the course for the quar- 
ter; with more than 15 days’ in a semester, 
fail the course; and with more than 20 days’ 
absences for the year, fail the course for 
the year. ‘Verifiable’ absences are not 
counted in those 20 days. 

Weil called it ‘‘a point of irritation” that 
parents may write notes concerning a death 
in the family or religious holiday, but not an 
illness. The policy implies that ‘parents 
are lying,’’ Weil said, and also forces paren- 
ts to pay for unnecessary visits to the doc- 
tor. 

He suggested that all absences be in one 
category, and the requirement for doctors’ 
notes abolished. 

Livermore, also a member of the advi- 
sory group, agreed that it seemed unneces- 
sary to bring a high school student to a 
doctor just for a note excusing an absence. 

And Andover physician Richard Katz said 
his office refuses to issue notes excusing 
absences because ‘‘the parent is the judge,”’ 
and he believes it is ‘‘immoral and illegal’ 
for school administrators to question the 
parents’ word. 

But Jennings said parents were misinter-

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Justified Impatience 


Ballardvale residents are justifiably concerned 
about further expansion of the Lowell Junction 
industrial area, a problem they have quietly lived 
with for years. 

Members of the Ballardvale Improvement So- 
ciety appeared before selectmen this week re- 
questing a reversal of the decision allowing a 
proposed office park developer to enter the town 
sewer lines. The board had granted the developer 
permission by a majority vote a few weeks ago, 
thus paving the way for construction of an office 
park which extends into Wilmington and 
Tewksbury. 

Vale residents’ concerns centered around in- 
creased traffic and other safety factors which 
have been produced through the industrial devel- 
opment in the Lowell Junction area over the past 
15 years. 

That the residents expressed impatience is justi- 
fied. That the selectmen recognize their concerns 
is important, even if frustrating, in view of the 
history of efforts to resolve these safety issues 
which have lingered over the past 25 years. 


The more difficult thing for those residing in the 
Vale to accept is that the land is zoned industrial 
and can be developed, regardless of whether the 
selectmen allowed a deviation from the town’s 
sewer master plan. 


As is well known, there have been concerted 
efforts over the past quarter century to get an 
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75 Years Ago — May 1908 :

of New England at very moderate cost. The principal features

Five Ways 
To Avoid 
Fiscal Crisis 


Another fiscal year with too many needs and not 
enough money. 

Senior citizens need more home-care services to 
keep them out of institutions. Students need more 
financial aid to make it through college. Cities and 
towns need more local aid to cope with Proposition 
2%. Citizens want more police 
officers on the street and additio- 
nal crime control programs, En- 
vironmentalists know that’ 
monitoring and controlling haz- 
ardous waste costs money. The @ 
mentally disabled deserve more § 
community programs and mofe |, 
livable state schools and hospi- # 
tals. Our bridges and roads con- / 
tinue to deteriorate. . , 

The list of legitimate needs is 
endless, and will not lessen in years to come. 

Gov. Michael Dukakis does not want to raise 
taxes to meet these needs, and it is doubtful that a 
tax-increase package could pass the legislature 
anyway. In my estimation, it is time to get very 
serious about management reforms in state govern- 
ment. There simply is no alternative. 

Presented below, for your consideration, is Tuck- 
er’s list of five ways to avoid the same fiscal crisis 
next year: 

1) Implement a ‘‘sunset law’ that would auto- 
matically terminate, on a rotating basis, all state 
agencies, bureaus and commissions. The legis- 
lature could reinstate or consolidate those agencies 
which still serve a valid public purpose. : 

2) Strengthen auditing and data processing capac- 
ity in human service programs and agencies, for 
both vendor and recipients. 

3) Abolish county government—or at least allow 
home-rule charters to establish county functions 
and responsibilities. 

4) Initiate sliding scale fees for state services. 

5) Revise and strengthen disability pension laws 

Many items on this list have been around as 
‘‘good ideas’”’ for years. Now, I believe that they are 
indispensable reforms which must be implemented 
if we are to avoid either tax increases or cutbacks 
in the legitimate-need items mentioned at the be- 
ginning of this article. 

Remember that the Massachusetts Constitution, 
unlike the federal constitution, requires a balanced 
budget: expenditures and revenues must match. 

Meanwhile, debate on the Fiscal 1984 budget is 
expected to begin soon at the State House. Balanc- 
ing needs and the bottom line is the legislature’s 
most important job. It is made more frustrating by 
lack of attention to management control.

listening skills and math basic concepts 
tests. 

Summaries of scores for the reading, 
writing skills, math basic concepts, vacabu- 
lary and math computation tests show stu- 
dents performing at a level at least two 
grades above their own: third-graders per- 
formed above the fifth-grade level in math 
computation, while sixth- and eighth-grad- 
ers performed above the tenth-grade level, 
for example. - 

The highest grade level indicators are in 
reading, where third-graders scored above 
a seventh-grade level, sixth-graders above 
a tenth-grade level, and eighth-graders 
above a twelfth-grade level. 

Mitsakos said the tests are ‘‘not discrimi- 
nating enough’’ to show the true range of 
student abilities in Andover. School offi- 
cials will recommend that the tests be 
changed so that scores are not ‘‘bunched at 
the top,”’ he said. 

In the only comment from ‘the School 
Committee, Chairman Richard Neal em- 
phasized that the scores represent an aver- 
age — and some students will fall below 
that average. 

“It isn’t expected that every child will be 
at the ninety-fifth percentile,’’ Neal said.

years: that would leave the state time to 
buy the land from Kelly, he indicated 

(Silverman added that he did not expect 
to see the state build a cloverleaf in the 
area; he said a single exit on each side of 
the road with an overpass is more likely to 
be the state’s solution. ) 

Residents told the selectmen that indus- 
trial traffic traveling their residential 
streets is dangerous, especially to children, 
and Cassidy said town officials have taken 
‘no action’’ to correct the problem. In a 
written statement to the board, the BVIS 
recommended: 

¢ Placing NO LEFT TURN and NO 
RIGHT TURN signs at the corners of Das- 
comb and Clark roads, Clark Road and 
Andover Street, and River and Andover 
streets, ‘‘with appropriate protection for 
Bannister Street,’’ to prohibit turns during 
rush hours. Residents said this roundabout 
route could discourage both commuter and 
truck traffic. 

¢ Pursuing a proposal to ban trucks 
from Ballardvale streets. This would re- 
route traffic through Wilmington, and the 
town manager has said Wilmington offi- 
cials will not agree to that until Wilming- 
ton’s Ballardvale Street has been 
improved; those plans are underway, but 
construction has not begun. 

¢ Pursuing plans for a Lowell Junction 
interchange, a goal of sélectmen for at least 
25 years. 

The manager said he believed that rerout- 
ing industrial traffic with the ‘‘no turn” 
signs might ‘‘create traffic hazards that far 
exceed the benefits,’’ particularly on River 
Street. 

But Dalton said he would like to consider 
the idea, saying, ‘‘If it’s a good idea, we'll 
do it.”’ The board agreed to act on the 
proposal during their second meeting in 
June

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School Calendar Debated Again 


The school calendar debate cropped up 
again, briefly, Tuesday night when a group 
of parents petitioned the School Committee 
to reconsider the calendar they approved 
two weeks ago 

The committee had approved a calendar 
for next year that will start school on Mon- 
day, Sept. 12 (with teacher preparation 
days on Sept. 6 and 7), and end school on 
Tuesday, June 26 (with the final teacher 
day on June 27). That calendar was de- 
signed to avoid opening school on Thursday, 
Sept. 8, the first day of the Jewish holiday 
Rosh Hashanah. 

Parent Gail DerAnanian asked the com- 
mittee to consider having one teacher pre- 
paration day on Sept. 6, and bringing 
students back on Sept. 7. Schools could then 
close earlier in June, she said. 

Committee member Michael Giammusso 
also proposed an alternative that would let 
school close earlier: a teacher day on Sept. 
6, school opening on Sept. 7 and 8, and 
another teacher day on Friday, Sept. 9. 
School could than end on June 22, he said. 

But Robert Smith said the calendar voted 
earlier was meant to provide ‘‘the smoo- 
thest opening,’ and he maintained that it 
was the best alternative. Susan Poore 
agreed 

Chairman Richard Neal said he had voted 
against that calendar because he believes it 
ends school too late, saying he would prefer 
to see teachers return before Labor Day, 
Sept. 1 and 2, so that school could begin the 
following week 

Donald Robb pointed out that teacher 
oppostion to returning before Labor Day 
created as much of a problem as the Jewish 
holiday 

The board did not move to reconsider 
their earlier vote, and parent Sheila Liv- 
ermore called that ‘‘very sad.’’ Livermore 
said the committee should have asked the 
teachers to return earlier.

The chairman commented that the cal- 
endar question seemed to set off ‘‘anti-Se- 
mitic sentiment throughout the 
community.’’ Neal said the committee was 
trying to be ‘‘considerate’’ of Jewish stu- 
dents who might miss the important open- 
ing day, and had not been ‘“‘pressured’” by 
parents in the Jewish community. 

“I am very concerned that the commu- 
nity needs to take a little look at itself,”’ 
Neal said, in light of the reaction the cal-
